and making progress on 
entrenched problems 
such as veteran homeless¬ 
ness and a backlog of dis¬ 
ability claims. 

“Still the unacceptable 
problems that we’ve 
seen, like long wait times 
and some veterans not 
getting the timely care 
that they need, is a chal¬ 
lenge for all of us if we are 
to match our words with 
deeds,” Obama said. He 
said his message to every 
veteran is “that I am still 
not satisfied." 

Obama said the Veter¬ 
ans Day federal holiday is 
about more than showing 
gratitude to veterans. “It is 
also a reminder of all that 
they still have to give our 
nation, and our duty to 
them,” he said. 

He said the country is in 
the midst of a new wave 
of veterans who served 
in Iraq, Afghanistan and 
elsewhere. 

He asked communities 
and businesses to con¬ 
sider hiring veterans, and 
said some 200,000 veter¬ 
ans are returning to civil¬ 
ian life every year. 

“If you want to get the job 
done, hire a vet,” Obama 
said. 

“They’re ready to serve 
and they’ll make you 
proud.” 

The president also laid a 
wreath at the Tomb of the 
Unknowns and bowed his 
head in a moment of si¬ 
lence. 

Separately Wednesday,

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Two candidates 
say they know 
Putin ‘the best’

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
Russian President Vladi¬ 
mir Putin had a bit part 
in the latest Republican 
presidential debate as 
two of the candidates 
tried to indicate they 
had an inside track with 
the Kremlin leader. 

During the debate Tues¬ 
day, billionaire busi¬ 
nessman Donald Trump 
declared himself a 
“stablemate” with Putin 
because both were on 
the same TV program — 
once and thousands of 
miles (kilometers) apart. 
Former chief executive 
Carly Fiorina claimed a 
“private meeting” with 
Putin, but the setting was 
a holding room where 
they sat before giving 
speeches. 

Speaking of Putin, Trump 
said: “I got to know him 
very well because we 
were both on ‘60 Min¬ 
utes,’ we were stable- 
mates, and we did very 
well that night. But, you 
know that.” 

Fiorina said the U.S. is cur¬ 
rently in a weak position 
with Russia and that is 
“one of the reasons I’ve 
said that I would not be 
talking to Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin right now, although 
I have met him as well, 
not in a green room for 
a show, but in a private 
meeting.” 

At least Fiorina actually 
had a chance meeting 
with Putin — in a hold¬ 
ing room before she and 
the Russian leader ad¬ 
dressed a Beijing confer¬ 
ence in 2001. During a 
September appearance 
on “The Tonight Show,” 
she described how they 
sat in adjacent chairs 
for 45 minutes while they 
each waited to speak. 
Trump’s only connection 
to the Russian leader was 
the television show. He 
was interviewed in New 
York, Putin in Moscow, 
and they weren’t even 
in the same segment on 
the program.^

No real breakouts In Republican hopefuls’ debate

WASHINGTON (AP) — 

Marco Rubio emerged 
unscathed. Ben Carson 
defended his integrity. 
Donald Trump flashed his 
dominant personality. And 
Jeb Bush avoided disaster. 
Mission accomplished. 
Aided by tentative ques¬ 
tioning, the Republican 
Party’s top presidential 
candidates executed their 
strategies with little resis¬ 
tance in Tuesday night’s 
prime-time debate. Yet 
with no breakout moments 
— good or bod — the 
muddled status quo con¬ 
tinues in the Republican 
Party’s unruly 2016 con¬ 
test, with time running out 
to change voters’ minds 
heading into the holiday 
season. 

That’s good news for lead¬ 
ing outsiders Trump and 
Carson, who have sur¬ 
prised the political world 
with remarkable staying 
power atop national polls. 
It’s also good news for a 
surging Rubio, who entered 
the night with a target on 
his back and avoided any 
stumbles. 

The status quo is not as 
good for Bush, the onetime 
establishment favorite now 
clinging to his political life. 
The former Florida gover¬ 
nor lived to fight another 
day after Tuesday’s perfor¬ 
mance. But he was over¬ 
shadowed at times by an¬ 
other pragmatic-minded 
executive, Ohio Gov. John 
Kasich, who stepped on 
Bush’s opportunities and 


gave nervous supporters 
another reason to question 
Bush’s focused comeback 
attempt in the early voting 
state of New Hampshire. 
Bush’s best moments came 
early in the night as he 
showed a feistier side with 
moderators, who ignored 
him for the first 15 minutes. 
“You’ve already made 
two comments, John,” 
Bush said to Kasich, who 
is challenging Bush in New 
Hampshire. “It’s my turn.” 
But Bush did not stand out 
on a night that featured 
just eight candidates on 
the main stage, two fewer 
than the last debate. He 
answered the fewest ques¬ 
tions and had less airtime 
than anyone except Rand 
Paul, according to an AP 


clock. 

In his limited time. Bush ag¬ 
gressively criticized Demo¬ 
crats’ leadership on the 
economy. 

“My worry is that the real 
economy has been hurt by 
the vast overreach of the 
Obama administration,” 
Bush declared. “And Hillary 
Clinton, she wants to dou¬ 
ble down on that.” 

If Bush did well Tuesday 
night, however, Rubio did 
better. 

Bush and the rest of the 
field completely ignored 
questions raised this week 
about Rubio’s use of a Flor¬ 
ida Republican credit card 
during his time in the state 
legislature. The Rubio cam¬ 
paign had released two 
years of spending reports 


just days earlier. 

And none of the candi¬ 
dates — or moderators 
— engaged Rubio when 
the discussion shifted to 
immigration, considered 
a key vulnerability among 
conservatives who op¬ 
pose Rubio’s plan to give 
immigrants in the country 
illegally a pathway to citi¬ 
zenship. Instead, Rubio was 
free to outline his calls for 
a strong national defense 
and describe his moving 
personal story — standard 
campaign trail talking 
points delivered uninter¬ 
rupted before a national 
television audience. As 
the Rubio-Bush dynamic 
continued unchanged, so 
did the standing of Carson 
and Trump.Q 


Fox’s FBN reached 13.5 million for GOP debate

NEW YORK (AP) — An es¬ 
timated 13.5 million peo¬ 
ple watched the fourth 
Republican presidential 
debate of the season 
on the Fox Business Net¬ 
work, which traded the 
fireworks of the previous 
CNBC encounter for a 
more sedate discussion 
on economic issues. 

It was easily the most- 
watched program on 
FBN’s history, just as the 
previous debates set 


viewership records for Fox 
News Channel, CNN and 
CNBC. The CNBC debate 
reached 14 million view¬ 
ers, and the other two 
were each seen by more 
than 20 million people. 
The debates have con¬ 
sistently exceeded ex¬ 
pectations as a television 
attraction, and proved 
viewers will hunt for their 
political fix. The little- 
known FBN is in roughly 
three-quarters of the na¬ 
tion’s television homes, 
often high up on the 


channel dial, and has 
never reached as many 
as 1 million viewers for any 
of its telecasts. 
Moderators Neil Cavuto 
and Mario Bartiromo of 
FBN and Gerard Baker 
of The Wall Street Journal 
were closely watched 
after Republicans com¬ 
plained CNBC modera¬ 
tors were unduly harsh 
and ineffective in their 
questioning. 

There were no onstage 
complaints on Tuesday. 
“Thank you for not asking 


me what I said in the 10th 
grade. I appreciate that,” 
candidate Ben Carson 
said after Cavuto asked 
him what stories question¬ 
ing the accuracy of his 
biography were doing to 
his campaign. 

While Carson chuckled, 
Cavuto grinned, and 
then said, I will forget that 
follow-up.”

against the Islamic State 
group. Just weeks later, af¬ 
ter Trudeau was sworn in. 
President Barack Obama 
rejected the Keystone XL 
Canada-to-Texas oil pipe¬ 
line. 

But appearances can be 
deceiving. Relations are 
expected to improve dra¬ 
matically. 

Trudeau and Obama share 
an ideological bond. Both 
are liberals who believe 
the government can be a 
force for good. They will be 
allies when world leaders 
and top diplomats come 
to Paris on Nov. 30 to hash 
out what organizers hope 
will be the biggest global 
deal ever to fight global 
warming. 

And, from the Obama ad¬ 
ministration’s perspective, 
Trudeau is a vast improve¬ 
ment over his Conserva¬ 
tive predecessor, Stephen 
Harper, who put himself at 
odds with the president by 
making Keystone the de¬ 
fining issue in relations be¬ 
tween the neighbors. 
Trudeau pointedly reject¬ 
ed that: “The Cancda-U.S. 
relationship is much big¬ 
ger than any one project," 
he said after Obama an¬ 
nounced his decision. 
Trudeau has said repairing 
soured relations will be a 
top priority. “That has actu¬ 
ally been a point of frustra¬ 
tion for the Americans that 
I’ve spoken with, that all 
this government wants to 
talk about is a single pipe¬ 
line project," Trudeau said 
just days before beating 
Harper in the Oct. 19 elec¬ 
tion. 

New Liberal Government 
House Leader Dominic 
LeBlanc said the Keystone 
XL rejection removes a ma¬ 
jor irritant. “The American 
decision gives the new 
government an opportu¬ 
nity, frankly, to reset the 
relationship with the Ameri¬ 
can administration, partic¬ 
ularly on issues like working 
constructively against the 
global threat that is cli¬ 
mate change," he said. 
Trudeau has said Cana¬ 
da’s days of being a less- 
than-enthusicstic actor on 
climate change are over. 
Under Harper, Canada 
pulled out of the Kyoto 
Protocol, the emissions re¬ 
duction program for rich 


countries, and Harper was 
perceived by environmen¬ 
talists as more interested in 
protecting oil-rich Alberta 
than efforts to stem the ef¬ 
fects of climate change. 
“Canada and the U.S. 
will probably be singing 
from the same song book 
in Paris. For the first time 
in 10 years the Canadian 
government accepts the 
basic premise of climate 
change," said Robert Both- 
well, a Canadian history 
professor at the University 
of Toronto. 

The top priority for the 
Obama administration will 
be to get Trudeau to sup¬ 
port a trade deal with Pa¬ 
cific Rim countries, a leg¬ 
acy issue for the U.S. presi¬ 
dent. Harper’s government 
signed the Trans-Pacific 
Partnership, but it requires 
ratification in Parliament. 
The Liberal party has long 
favored free trade, and 
Trudeau is expected to 
back it. 

Nelson Wiseman, a po¬ 
litical science professor at 
the University of Toronto, 
doesn’t believe Trudeau’s 
pulling Canada’s fighter 
jets from the mission against 
the Islamic State group will 
harm relations. Trudeau, he 
noted, could compensate 
by offering more troops to 
Canada’s training mission 
with the Kurds in northern 
Iraq. 

“Obama will be more 
comfortable with Trudeau 
because they are both lib¬ 
erals," Wiseman said. 
Obama’s closet advis¬ 
ers have ties to Trudeau’s 
advisers. David Axelrod, 
who helped mastermind 
Obama’s 2008 cam¬ 
paign and offered ad¬ 
vice to Trudeau’s team, 
tweeted congratulations 
to Trudeau’s top advisers 
for running a spectacular 
campaign and said “Hope 
beats fear." Obama's sev¬ 
en-year reluctance to ap¬ 
prove Keystone XL domi¬ 
nated his administration’s 
relationship with Harper. 
While Trudeau supported 
the pipeline, it was not a 
legacy issue like it was for 
Harper, who vowed Cana¬ 
da would become an en¬ 
ergy super power. Harper’s 
home province of Alberta 
has the third-largest oil re¬ 
serves in the world.□

COLUAABIA, Missouri (AP) 

— A white college student 
suspected ot posting on¬ 
line threats to shoot block 
students and taculty at the 
University of Missouri was 
charged Wednesday with 
making a terrorist threat, 
adding to the racial ten¬ 
sion at the heart of the pro¬ 
tests that led two top ad¬ 
ministrators to resign earlier 
this week. 

Hunter M. Park, a 19-year- 
old sophomore studying 
computer science at a sis¬ 
ter campus in Rolla, was ar¬ 
rested shortly before 2 a.m. 
at a residence hall, author¬ 
ities said. The school said 
no weapons were found. 
Boone County prosecutors 
announced the criminal 
charge later Wednesday 
and recommended that 
he be held without bond. 
Park, who is enrolled at the 
Missouri University of Sci¬ 
ence and Technology, was 
jailed in Columbia, about 
75 miles (120 kilometers) to 
the northwest. 

The author of the posts, 
which showed up Tues¬ 
day on the anonymous 
location-based messaging 
app YikYak and other so¬ 
cial medio, threatened to 


“shoot every black person 
I see.” The posts followed 
the resignations on Mon¬ 
day of the University of Mis¬ 
souri system president and 
the chancellor of its flag¬ 
ship campus in Columbia. 
Months of protests cul¬ 
minated in a tumultuous 
week on the Columbia 
campus. 

Back in September, the 
student government presi¬ 
dent reported that people 
shouted racial slurs at him 
from a passing pickup 
truck, galvanizing the pro¬ 
test movement. Last week, 
a graduate student went 
on a hunger strike to de¬ 
mand the resignation of 
university system President 
Tim Wolfe over his handling 
of racial complaints. 

Then more than 30 mem¬ 
bers of the Missouri football 
team refused to practice 
or play in support of the 
hunger striker. Those devel¬ 
opments came to a head 
Monday with the resigna¬ 
tion of Wolfe and Chancel¬ 
lor R. Bowen Loftin, the top 
administrator of the Co¬ 
lumbia campus. 

A message left by The As¬ 
sociated Press on Park's 
mother's cellphone was 
not returned. An AP re¬ 
porter got no answer when 


he knocked on the door 
of the family’s home in the 
affluent St. Louis suburb of 


Lake St. Louis. 

By Wednesday afternoon, 
authorities were investi¬ 


gating a second threat on 
YikYak, this one leveled at 
the Rolla campus by some¬ 
one saying, “I'm gonna 
shoot up this school.” 

When the first threat 
emerged, the school’s on¬ 
line emergency informa¬ 
tion centertweeted, “There 
is no immediate threat to 
campus,” and asked stu¬ 
dents not to spread rumors. 
Park has excelled aca¬ 
demically in science. As a 
senior at Wentzville’s Holt 
High School in early 2014, 
he was a member of the 
school district’s robotics 
team when he won the 
honors division for a project 
titled “A Novel Method for 
Determination of Camera 
Pose Estimation Based on 
Angle Constraints.” 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch 
reported that the project 
advanced to the Intel In¬ 
ternational Science and 
Engineering Fair in Los An¬ 
geles. A spokeswoman 
for the Rolla school, Mary 
Helen Stoltz, said she did 
not know whether the uni¬ 
versity planned to take any 
action against Park over his 
arrest. On Wednesday, stu¬ 
dent foot traffic in Colum¬ 
bia was light as freshman 
Megan Grazman was on 
her way to class.Q 


7 of 9 on plane that crashed in Ohio were from Florida firm

AKRON, Ohio (AP) — Seven 
associates of a Florida real 
estate investment com¬ 
pany were on the second 
day of a multicity Midwest¬ 
ern trip to look at prop¬ 
erty for potential shopping 
centers when their small 
jet crashed into an Ohio 
apartment house, killing all 
nine people onboard. 

The crash Tuesday after¬ 


noon in Akron — 2 miles (3 
kilometers) from the small 
airport where the plane 
was to land — killed two 
executives and five em¬ 
ployees at Pebb Enterpris¬ 
es, a Boca Raton-based 
company that specializes 
in shopping centers. The 
two pilots also were killed. 
“Our hearts are broken this 
morning with the news of 
the tragic accident that 
took the lives of two prin¬ 
cipals and five employees 


of Pebb Enterprises,” said a 
statement posted Wednes¬ 
day on the company 
website. Officials haven’t 
released names of the vic¬ 
tims, but family members 
at the crash scene said the 
dead included 50-year- 
old Diane Smoot, who was 
with the group from Pebb 
Enterprises, her sister told 
Cleveland.com. The Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board recovered the cock¬ 
pit voice recorder, which 


was being sent to a lab in 
Washington. Investigators 
also reviewed surveillance 
video from a construction 
company that showed the 
plane coming in along the 
tops of trees and banking 
to the left before it crashed 
and exploded into flames 
and a cloud of black 
smoke, said Bella Dinh-Zarr, 
vice chairman of the NTSB. 
The left wing hit the ground 
first before the plane 
crashed into the apart¬ 


ment house, she said. 

A pilot who hod just land¬ 
ed at a nearby airport re¬ 
ported hearing no distress 
calls despite being on the 
same communications fre¬ 
quency as the aircraft that 
went down, the NTSB said. 
The plane departed from 
Cincinnati on Tuesday 
morning and stopped in 
Dayton before crashing 
on its approach to Akron 
Fulton International just be¬ 
fore 3 p.m.Q

After a wrenching delay 
of more than two years, 
o few American families 
celebrated on U.S. territory 
Wednesday with children 
adopted from Congo who 
were finally granted long- 
stalled exit permits. 

There was a bittersweet 
welcoming ceremony at 
Dulles International Airport 


outside Washington, D.C., 
organized by some of the 
more than 400 U.S. fami¬ 
lies who will continue to 
wait. Congolese authori¬ 
ties recently approved exit 
permits for 14 children ad¬ 
opted by Americans, and 
for about 58 adopted by 
Canadian and European 
families. But more than 
1,000 other adopted chil¬ 
dren will remain in Congo¬ 


lese orphanages and fos¬ 
ter homes pending com¬ 
pletion of o new adoption 
law. 

At Dulles, some of those 
still-waiting parents were in 
tears, and held up photos 
of the children they've ad¬ 
opted. 

Joyfully disembarking from 
the plane at Dulles were 
Jason and Jennefer Boyer 
of Sammamish, Washing¬ 


ton, and their adopted 
sons Andre and Luke, who 
were offered tiny U.S. and 
Congolese flags by some 
of the welcoming crowd. 
Jennefer Boyer hod spent 
the past nine months with 
the boys in Congo's capi¬ 
tal, Kinshasa; her husband 
flew there to meet them 
and return to the U.S. to¬ 
gether for a reunion with 
their two biological daugh¬ 
ters. 

“I am still in disbelief," Jen¬ 
nefer Boyer said in o Face- 
book post before the flight 
home. “A family miracle is 
taking place." 

The Boyers also brought 
with them a Congolese 
boy named Isaac, who 
reunited with the couple 
— Eric and Jennifer Sands 
of Normal, Illinois — who 
completed his adoption in 
October 2013. 

The Sandses have two bi¬ 
ological daughters, and 
they also adopted twin sis¬ 
ters from Congo before the 
cutoff of exit permits. They 
just missed a chance to 
bring Isaac with them two 
years ago; both parents 
have made several sub¬ 
sequent visits to see him in 
Kinshasa. 

Jennifer Sands said her 


family's elation was tem¬ 
pered by empathy for the 
many other families whose 
adoptions remain stalled. 
“This is such a bittersweet 
time," she said. “We are 
so happy and blessed, but 
my heart is broken that 
the others don’t have the 
same reunion right now." 
Among those waiting par¬ 
ents was Julie Massie of 
Richmond, Virginia, who 
helped organize the wel¬ 
come ceremony at Dulles. 
Massie and her husband, 
Chris, who have a 7-year- 
old biological son, are 
waiting for the chance to 
bring home from Congo a 
6-year-old girl and 3-year- 
old boy whose adoptions 
were approved more than 
two years ago. 

“When we were told that 
the 14 children were get¬ 
ting exit permits, we were 
just elated for those fami¬ 
lies — we’ve all been in 
this together,” Julie Massie 
said. “But on the same day 
we were told that the re¬ 
maining children will have 
to wait for new laws to be 
passed, and there's no 
telling how long that will 
take,” she added. “That 
was the devastating part 
of the news. "□ 


Order to take baby from lesbian foster parents under review

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — Utah

CINCINNATI (AP) — With 
a hint at what may be in 
store tor shoppers this holi¬ 
day season, Macy’s CEO 
Terry Lundgren said mark- 
downs are likely as falling 
sales have left the depart¬ 
ment store with excessive 
inventory. 

The opening of the retail 
earnings seasons began 
ominously with Macy’s, 
which dragged shares of 
almost every retailer sharp¬ 
ly lower Wednesday. The 
retail sector was by far the 
biggest loser on the Stan¬ 
dard & Poor’s index. 

Sales for the Cincinnati 
company fell 3.6 percent 
at established locations 
for the three months end¬ 
ing Oct. 31. And for the last 
three months of the year 
that encompasses the criti¬ 
cal holiday shopping sea¬ 
son, Macy’s expects sales 
to fall between 2 percent 
and 3 percent from a year 
ago. 


The company cut its profit 
forecast for the full year. 
Shares dropped 14 percent 
to $40.44, earlier hitting 
their lowest point in more 
than two years. 

Not all retailers are suffer¬ 
ing. Spending is up on elec¬ 
tronics and stores like The 
Home Depot are posting 
huge sales numbers. But 
traditional retailers, particu¬ 
larly Macy’s, are getting hit 
hard as the strong dollar 
limits the spending power 
of international customers. 
The company also blamed 
warmer weather, which cut 
into sales of coats, boots 
and down comforters. 
“We’re going to take mark- 
downs, I mean, great for 
consumers," he said dur¬ 
ing an interview on CNBC. 
“Consumers are going to 
have a field day because 
we’re going to have lots of 
values out there.” 

Lundgren said the com¬ 
pany needs to clear space 


for new merchandise in the 
new year. 

“We’re not selling lumber, 
so I can’t carry the lumber 
over into 2016,” he said. 
Fourth-quarter gross mar¬ 
gins will be under pressure 
due to markdowns, the 
company said. 

For the quarter ended Oct. 


31, Macy’s Inc. earned 
$118 million, or 36 cents per 
share. 

Excluding one-time costs, 
earnings were 56 cents per 
share, which was two cents 
more than analysts expect¬ 
ed, according to Zacks In¬ 
vestment Research. 

The one-time costs were 


mostly related to the 
company’s previously an¬ 
nounced plans to close 
between 35 and 40 stores 
early next year. 

The company said Wednes¬ 
day that it expects it will 
continue to reduce the 
number of its stores. 

Total revenue for the quar¬ 
ter fell to $5.87 billion in 
the period, and was short 
of $6.15 billion Wall Street 
forecast. 

The company now expects 
full-year earnings in the 
range of $4.20 to $4.30 per 
share, down from the pre¬ 
vious guidance of $4.70 to 
$4.80 per share. That is short 
of the $4.40 that Wall Street 
was expecting. 

Shares of Kohl’s Corp. fell 
5.4 percent, Nordstrom Inc. 
fell 3.7 percent, and Dil¬ 
lard’s Inc. fell 8.1 percent.

No empty nest: Young women live with parents like it’s 1940

Young women are living 
with their parents or rela¬ 
tives at a rate not seen 
since 1940 as more millenni¬ 
al women put off marriage, 
attend college and face 
high living expenses. 

A Pew Research Center 
analysis of U.S. Census Bu¬ 
reau data found that 36.4 
percent of women be¬ 
tween the ages 18 and 34 
lived with parents or rela¬ 
tives in 2014, the most since 
at least 1940, when 36.2 
percent lived with family. 

It is a very different world 
for women now, though, 
despite the “return to the 
past, statistically speaking,” 
says Richard Fry, a senior 
economist at Pew. 

Fry says young women 
are staying home now be¬ 


cause they are half as likely 
to be married as they were 
in 1940 and much more 
likely to be college-educat¬ 
ed. Economic forces such 
as increasing student debt, 
higher living costs and eco¬ 
nomic uncertainty, are also 
playing a role. 

Casey Ballard, 29, was liv¬ 
ing in Portland, Oregon, but 
rent ate up roughly two- 
thirds of her paycheck and 
she was ready for a career 
change. 

A September move back 
with family in California al¬ 
lowed her to try out teach¬ 
ing as a substitute, and now 
she plans to pursue teach¬ 
ing full-time. 

“There was that element of 
frustration and feeling like a 
failure,” she says about re¬ 
turning home. “But then the 
logical side of me kicked in 


and said ‘It’s just fiscally re¬ 
sponsible.’” 

Young men have histori¬ 
cally lived with parents at 
higher rates than young 
women, and similar eco¬ 
nomic and cultural forces 
are keeping an increasing 
number of men at home 
too in recent years. But the 
rate young men are stay¬ 
ing home with their parents 
and relatives, 42.8 percent, 
remains below the 47.5 per¬ 
cent level for men in 1940. 
The percentage of young 
men and women living with 
family fell after the 1940s 
as more women joined 
the workforce, the overall 
workforce expanded, and 
marriage rates increased. 
But while marriage was 
once the life event that 
triggered a move out of the 
family home, it is now com¬ 


ing later with each genera¬ 
tion, if it comes at all. 

The median age of mar¬ 
riage for women is now 27, 
up from 21.5 in 1940. For 
men, it is 29.3, up from 24.3 
in 1940. 

Young women and men 
began staying home or re¬ 
turning there at a more rap¬ 
id rate after 2000, a trend 
that sharply increased with 
the economic uncertainty 
brought on by the housing 
collapse and recession in 
the late 2000s. 

While the retreat home for 
young adults it is also clear¬ 
ly a result of economic 
pressures, it is not, accord¬ 
ing to Fry, an employment 
issue. For example, more 
young adults are living with 
their family now than in 
2010, even though the job 
market has improved since 


then. 

“The job market has gotten 
significantly better (for this 
group),” Fry says. “Unem¬ 
ployment has come down, 
more have jobs and some 
are even getting paid a bit 
more.” 

Another factor in the 
change. Fry says, is in¬ 
creased ethnic diversity 
across this age demo¬ 
graphic, which in turn has 
introduced cultural tradi¬ 
tions of living with parents 
and relatives longer into 
life. 

“I don’t think it’s as bad as 
people think it is,” says Sta¬ 
cey Sholes, 26, who moved 
back into her parent’s 
house in Fresno, California 
eight months ago after 
leaving college in San Fran¬ 
cisco and working in Los

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Global push for end to Syria war seen as most serious yet

BEIRUT (AP) — The interna¬

But it 
makes no mention of Syr¬ 
ian President Bashar Assad 
stepping down during the 
transition — a key opposi¬ 
tion demand and a sticking 
paint in all previaus negoti¬ 
ations to end the civil war.

Just otter his admin¬ 
istration’s legal officials filed 
the case, Rajoy blasted the 
Catalan independence 
resolution as an attack on 
Spain’s sovereignty and 
democracy. “We’re talk¬ 
ing about the defense of 
an entire country," he told 
reporters in an address and 
news conference carried 
live on Spanish television. 
“They ore trying to liquidate 
the unity of a nation with 
more than five centuries 
of history." The Catalonia 
parliament resolution also 
exempted the regional

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EU pressing African nations 
to take some migrants back

VALLETTA, Malta (AP) — The European Union pressed 
African leaders on Wednesday to take bock thou¬ 
sands of people who do not qualify for asylum, as 
overwhelmed Slovenia began building a razor-wire 
border fence to keep migrants at bay, raising tensions 
with neighboring Croatia. 

Sweden, struggling to manage the influx too, became 
the latest EU nation to announce the introduction of 
temporary border controls, as of Thursday. 

According to the International Organization for Migra¬ 
tion, almost 800,000 people have entered Europe by 
sea this year. The EU predicts that three million more 
could arrive by 2017. 

The Europeans say most Africans are coming in search 
of work and should be sent home, but many deliber¬ 
ately arrive without documents and must wait months 
before they are taken back. 

At an EU-run summit in Malta, African leaders are set 
to commit “to cooperate with the EU on return and 
admission, notably on travel documentation,” ac¬ 
cording to the latest draft of an “Action Plan” being 
drawn up. 

The president of Niger — a major transit route for Afri¬ 
cans heading to lawless Libya in the hopes of crossing 
the Mediterranean to Europe — was cautious about 
opening the floodgates for people to return. 

“We are open to talk about it. Everything will depend 
on the conditions that will be put in place for when 
they arrive,” President Mahamadou Issoufou told re¬ 
porters in the Maltese capital Valletta, adding that 
the best method of solving Europe's migration crisis is 
to attack the root causes forcing people to leave in 
the first place. 

“We can put security measures in place, but the flow 
will remain difficult to stop as long as we don't take 
measures to reduce poverty,” he said. 

The EU is working closely with Niger to stem the flow 
of migrants toward Libya, and ultimately to Europe. It 
is also trying to seal deals with Morocco, Tunisia and 
Egypt. One was signed with Ethiopia as the two-day 
summit began. 

The move gives Ethiopia — a major hub for people 
trying to reach Europe — access to money from a 1.8 
billion euro ($1.9 billion) trust fund. 

But the head of the African Union expressed concern 
that moving on returns too quickly might result in the 
building of reception centers where people are held 
until they can be granted asylum or be sent home. 
Such centers, “whatever we call them, will become 
de-facto detention centers,” AU chairwoman Nkosa- 
zana DIamini Zuma said. 

She warned that women and children would be in 
danger if held there, and she also hit out at some Euro¬ 
pean countries that “have taken a fortress approach” 
to migration. 

In Slovenia, meanwhile, tensions mounted after troops 
began erecting razor-wire along the Sutia River that 
divides the country from Croatia, and further south¬ 
west near the town of Gibina. 

Tensions mounted when Croatian authorities said 
parts of the fence were in disputed territory. AP jour¬ 
nalists saw Croatian police demand that Slovenia 
take down a section of the fence. 

Croatian special forces arrived at the Harmica bor¬

Figures posted Wednes¬ 
day on the websites of 
banks, including the Na¬ 
tional Bank of Egypt, show 
an exchange rate of 7.83 
pounds to the dollar, down 
from 8.03. 

Egypt's state-run news 
agency cited bankers as 


saying that the value was 
set after the central bank 
“injected large amounts of 
dollars in the banks today.” 
The move came as a sur¬ 
prise to investors, who see 
the pound as overvalued 
and had been expecting it 
to be further depreciated. 
“I don't think it's going to 
resolve investors’ concerns 
about devaluation risk in 
the medium term,” said 
Hany Farahat, a senior 
economist at Cl Capital in 
Egypt. 

“If the new price prevails, 
it will add to un-clarity and 
confusion about monetary 
management, and I don’t 
think it’s positive at all” for 


foreign investors, who have 
been expecting more de¬ 
valuation, he said. 

Foreign currency reserves 
dropped 20 percent from 
April to October, accord¬ 
ing to central bank data. 
The central bank's move 
followed an announce¬ 
ment by two of Egypt's 
largest banks, which are 
state-owned, of new Egyp¬ 
tian pounds saving certifi¬ 
cates with a return of 12.5 
percent.

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Brazil regulator bans ex-billionaire from managing companies 


RIO DE JANEIRO (AP) — 
Brazil’s markets regulator 
has banned the country’s 
one-time richest man from 
managing a publicly trad¬ 
ed company for five years. 
This week’s ruling is the lat¬ 
est in a series of high-pro¬ 
file setbacks for Eike Ba¬ 
tista, whose meteoric rise 
and spectacular fall have 
come to symbolize the fate 


of his nation. 

At his peak, when Brazil’s 
economy was booming, 
Batista was among the top 
10 on the Forbes billion¬ 
aire list and often boasted 
he would soon dethrone 
Mexico's Carlos Slim as No. 
1. But his much-hyped pe¬ 
troleum, mining and ship¬ 
building empire crumbled 
over the past two years. 


even as Brazil slipped into 
recession, and Batista has 
said he’s now around $1 
billion in debt.

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Chilean priest punished for sex abuse 
claims he is innocent

SANTIAGO, Chile (AP) — 

A prominent priest who 
has been punished tor sex 
abuse by the Vatican pro¬ 
claimed his innocence in 
court Wednesday, testify¬ 
ing in a case that three of 
his alleged victims brought 
against Chile's Catholic 
Church. 

Gray-haired and balding, 
the Rev. Fernando Karadi- 


ma walked into court wear¬ 
ing a Roman collar and 
left holding rosary beads, 
flanked by police officers 
after being questioned for 
more than two hours. 

Angry protesters waited 
outside. Some screamed 
“Pedophile!” and banged 
on the tinted windows of 
the dark SUV that drove 
him back to the convent 
where he has been living in 
isolation since the Vatican 
ordered him to a life of pen¬ 
ance and prayer in 2011 for 
abusing young boys. 

“I don’t recognize the 
abuses, with children. Nev¬ 
er, ever,” Karadima testi¬ 
fied, according to a court 
transcript obtained by The 
Associated Press. 

“I maintain my innocence 
... I never had sexual rela¬ 
tions with those who ac¬ 
cuse me.” 

Karadima was once one 
of Chile’s most popular 
priests. He led the parish 


of El Bosque in Santiago 
for nearly six decades be¬ 
fore the abuse allegations 
came to light in April 2010, 
when a news investiga¬ 
tion into the charges was 
broadcast on state televi¬ 
sion. Two months later, the 
then archbishop of Santia¬ 
go, Cardinal Francisco Ja¬ 
vier Errazuriz, forwarded the 
allegations to the Vatican 
amid an eruption of abuse 
cases globally. 


Victims say allegations 
against Karadima were 
reported earlier but were 
ignored by the cardinal. Er¬ 
razuriz, who is one of nine 
cardinals on Pope Francis’ 
key advisory panel, has ac¬ 
knowledged in court testi¬ 
mony that he failed to act 
on several abuse allega¬ 
tions because he believed 
them to be untrue. 

A Chilean judge later de¬ 
termined the abuse alle¬ 
gations against Karadima 
were truthful but ruled the 
time limit had expired for 
him to be prosecuted. 

The three victims who filed 
the lawsuit accuse Chile's 
Catholic Church of a cov¬ 
er-up and are demanding 
a total of $640,000 in com¬ 
pensation and a public 
apology. The church has 
rejected the accusation. 
Karadima testified Wednes¬ 
day that he first found out 
about the abuse accusa¬ 
tions against him in 2010 


through press reports, and 
said he was never sanc¬ 
tioned by his superiors, 
according to court docu¬ 
ments. 

“He has not changed his 
stance of denying every¬ 
thing, of not recalling even 
things that he said before,” 
Juan Pablo Hermosilla, a 
lawyer for the three victims, 
said after the hearing. 

“His statement had a lot 
of ‘I don’t remember’ in it. 


which was expected. He 
recalled only when it was 
convenient to him.” 

The Vatican’s punishment 
for Karadima is one often 
used for elderly priests who 
sexually abused children 
years ago. Rather than 
subject the priests and vic¬ 
tims to a lengthy church 
trial, which might not end 
before the priest in ques¬ 
tion dies, the Vatican can 
impose an administrative 
sanction such as the one 
Karadima received, which 
essentially renders the man 
a priest in name only. 

But Karadima has re¬ 
mained defiant. Although 
he was also ordered by 
the Vatican to never again 
celebrate a public Mass, 
he was photographed dis¬ 
obeying the order last year. 
Chile’s top church leaders 
later confirmed his act of 
insubordination and sent 
the case to the Vatican for 
investigation.^

Nephews of Venezuelan first 
lady held on US drug charges

BOGOTA, Colombia (AP) — Two nephews of Ven¬ 
ezuela’s powerful first lady Cilia Flores were arrested 
in Haiti on charges of conspiring to smuggle 800 kilo¬ 
grams of cocaine into the U.S. and will be arraigned 
in New York, three people familiar with the case said 
Wednesday. 

The arrest Tuesday, coming just three weeks ahead 
of key Venezuelan legislative elections, is likely 
to exacerbate already tense relations between 
the U.S. and Venezuela and cast a hard look at U.S. 
accusations of drug trafficking at the highest levels 
of embattled President Nicolas Maduro’s socialist 
administration. 

The two suspects, Efrain Campos and Francisco 
Flores, were extradited from Haiti and are set to be 
arraigned Thursday in a federal court in New York, 
said a U.S. law enforcement official, who insisted on 
speaking anonymously since he was not authorized 
to discuss the case because the indictment naming 
the men was still under seal. 

Michael Vigil, a former head of international opera¬ 
tions at the Drug Enforcement Administration who 
was briefed by U.S. authorities about the lengthy 
undercover operation, said Campos and Flores 
were arrested in Haiti’s capital, Port-au-Prince, af¬ 
ter arriving from Venezuela aboard a private plane. 
Both men were carrying diplomatic passports even 
though they don’t have diplomatic immunity. Vigil 
said. 

He also said Campos had claimed to law enforce¬ 
ment that he is the son of Flores and stepson of 
Maduro. 

Another person briefed on the incident, who agreed 
to talk about the case only if not quoted by name, 
said Campos is the son of a deceased sister of Flores 
and was partly raised by the first lady and Maduro. 
Flores, who Maduro calls the “First Combatant,” is 
one of the most-powerful members of Venezuela’s 
revolutionary government and a constant pres¬ 
ence alongside her husband whenever he appears 
in public. The two traveled this week to Saudi Ara¬ 
bia for a summit and she’s expected to be with the 
president Thursday when he’s scheduled to address 
the United Nations Human Rights Council at a spe¬ 
cial meeting in Geneva called at Venezuela’s re¬ 
quest. 

A former president of the National Assembly who is 
now running for congress, Flores became romanti¬ 
cally involved with Maduro in the 1990s while serving 
as lawyer for the then-jailed Hugo Chavez. Maduro 
was one of many leftist activists drawn to the char¬ 
ismatic junior army officer following his arrest for a 
failed 1992 coup attempt. The two formally wed in 
2013 shortly after Maduro was elected. 

Venezuela’s Communications Ministry and Foreign 
Ministry declined to comment about the reported 
arrests, saying they had no information about the 
incident. 

American prosecutors have been steadily stepping 
up pressure on high-ranking members of Venezue¬ 
la’s military, police and government officials for their 
alleged role in making the country an important 
transit zone for narcotics heading to the U.S. and Eu¬ 
rope. The U.S. government says more than 200 tons 
a year of cocaine flows through Venezuela, about 
a third of Colombia's estimated production.Q

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Suh's sorry, and Dolphins’ 
run defense isn't very good

DAVIE, Fla. (AP) - Ndamu- 
kong Suh’s mother 
watched his most recent 
game on TV and didn't like 
what she saw - or heard. 
There wasn’t much to ad¬ 
mire about the Miami Dol¬ 
phins' 33-17 loss at Buffalo. 
They gave up 266 yards 
rushing and became the 
first team ever to allow two 
100-yard rushers and a 150- 
yard receiver in the same 
game, according to STATS. 
What upset Mom most, 
however, was Suh’s lan¬ 
guage. He became angry 
when a referee’s ruling cost 
him a sack, and Suh’s pro¬ 
fanity was audible to the 
crowd because it was ac¬ 
cidentally captured by the 
official's microphone. 

"I did hear from her about 
it,” Suh said Wednesday 
with a sheepish smile. ”1 
owe my mother an apol¬ 
ogy for swearing on TV 
and in public. So I'm sorry. 
Mother.” 

But when it comes to the 
Dolphins being sorry, noth¬ 
ing rivals their run defense. 
They gave up 7.4 yards per 
rush against the Bills, who 
threw only 12 times. 

"They were able to take 
certain guys out of the play 
and get what they want¬ 
ed,” Suh said. 

He has been double- 
teamed all season, and 
teammates haven’t taken 
advantage of one-on-one 
matchups. As a result, Mi¬ 
ami's run defense ranks 
next to last in the NFL, 
ahead of only Cleveland, 
allowing 142 yards per 
game. 

The previous time the Dol¬ 
phins were so bad against 
the ground game was in 
2007, when they finished 
1-15. Poor run defense is 
perhaps the biggest rea¬ 
son they’re a disappointing 
3-5 heading into Sunday’s 
game at Philadelphia. 
Miami's soft up front de¬ 
spite the presence of Suh, 
a three-time All-Pro tackle 
and the highest-paid de¬ 
fensive player in NFL hisfory.

defense last season. 

This season the Lions rank

Miami’s woeful run defense 
is a collective issue, interim 
coach Dan Campbell said. 
But that collective doesn’t 
include Suh. 

"He has done a good 
job,” Campbell said. "He 
has made an impact in 
the middle. They’re trying 
to double him and trap 
him and do the things they 
can to try to take him out. 
... You feel him during fhe 
game. He is making plays. 
He’s somebody they have 
to account for.” 

Count on the Eagles to do 
that when they hand off fo 
DeMarco Murray and Ryan 
Mathews. 

"Philly has two great run¬ 
ning backs,” Suh said. 
”l’ve seen them both. Ob¬ 
viously I’ve been able to 
stop both of fhem.” 

The Eagles rank 1 Ofh in rush¬ 
ing, and they’re certain 
to test the Dolphins’ run 
defense, because every¬ 
body does. Teams are run¬ 
ning the ball 31.5 times per 
game against Miami, most 
in NFL, in part because the 
Dolphins have fallen be¬ 
hind early in most of their 
games. 

Miami’s offense recog¬ 
nizes that getting an early 
lead would discourage op¬ 
ponents from running so 
much. 

"We’ve gof fo make sure 
we don’f have fhree-and- 
outs and puf pressure on 
the defense,” center Mike 
Pouncey said. 

That approach worked 
when Campbell first took 
over a month ago. Before 
the Buffalo loss, Miami held 
three consecutive oppo¬ 
nents below 100 yards rush¬ 
ing. 

Suh remains confident the 
Dolphins have the ability 
to clamp down on their run 
defense. 

"We’ve proven that,” Suh 
said. "We’ve just got to ex¬ 
ecute on a consistent ba¬ 
sis.”

Questions about future of US Grand Prix as Texas cuts funds

AUSTIN, Texas (AP) — Texas 
Gov. Greg Abbott's otfice

Combs. The track hosts 
other events, notably the 
MotoGP Grand Prix of the 
Americas, a World Endur¬ 
ance Championship race, 
the summer X Games and 
multiple music concerts. 
The track is unique in that 
it is the first built specifically 
for FI in the U.S. Previous 
American Formula One 
races have been held at 
Watkins Glen, New York, 
Indianapolis Motor Speed¬ 
way and on street courses 
in other cities. 

Formula One didn't race 
in the U.S. from 2008-2011. 
Its return to a specialized 
facility was seen as a ma¬ 
jor move to gain a long¬ 
term foothold in a country 
where NASCAR is the most 
popular motor series by far.

Putin demanding probe of 
Russian doping aiiegations

MOSCOW (AP) — Facing allegations that Russia en¬ 
gages in extensive, state-sponsored doping, President 
Vladimir Putin on Wednesday called on sports otficials 
to carry out an internal investigation - but said that 
clean athletes shouldn't be punished tor the actions 
ot those who take banned drugs. 

Putin’s comments at a late-night meeting in Sochi, the 
city that hosted the 2014 Winter Olympics, reflected 
concerns that Russia's track and field athletes could 
be hit with a blanket ban for next year’s summer 
Games in Rio de Janeiro. 

Putin ordered Sports Minister Vitaly Mutko and “all col¬ 
leagues connected with sport" to pay close attention 
to the doping allegations and for on internal investi¬ 
gation to be conducted - one that guaranteed full 
cooperation with international anti-doping bodies. 
“The struggle with doping in sports, unfortunately, re¬ 
mains a pressing issue and it requires unending atten¬ 
tion,” he said. 

However, Putin also drew a clear distinction with clean 
athletes. 

“It's absolutely clear that athletes who stay away from 
dope ... shouldn’t be held responsible” for those who 
use performance enhancing drugs, he said. 

After the meeting, Russian Olympic Committee presi¬ 
dent Alexander Zhukhov echoed that position. 

“I am confident that Russian athletes who are hon¬ 
est and clean, who never used doping, who undergo 
various checks - no one has the right to strip them of 
the opportunity to participate in the Olympic Games,” 
he said, according to state news agency Toss. 

The meeting was delayed by hours because of heavy 
rains that prevented sports federation heads from fly¬ 
ing to Sochi. However, Putin’s determination to press 
ahead with the session indicated the sensitivity of the 
issue for Russia. 

The meeting came in the wake of Monday’s report 
by on independent commission appointed by the 
World Anti-Doping Agency that said Russian sports is 
plagued by extensive, state-sanctioned doping. 

As a result of the report, Putin is now up against a Fri¬ 
day deadline for track’s governing body to decide on 
whether to suspend Russia - a first step toward exclud¬ 
ing its athletes from nexf year’s Olympics. 

Sporfs are a subsfanfial piece of Russia’s self-esteem 
- both in athletes’ performances and its ability to host 
huge international events. Putin himself has built much 
of his image on vigorous afhlefic exploits of his own. 
Earlier, Mutko said the country was ready to allow a 
foreigner to take charge of its troubled anti-doping 
laboratory. 

Grigory Rodchenkov resigned Tuesday os the lob’s 
director, o day offer he was accused of concealing 
positive doping tests, extorting money from athletes 
and destroying 1,417 samples. 

The lob - which handled doping tests for lost year’s 
Winter Olympics - has stopped work after WADA 
stripped its accreditation. 

In comments reported by Russian agency R-Sport, 
Mutko said Russia was ready “to put o foreign special¬ 
ist in charge of the laboratory, if that’s what’s need¬ 
ed." 

Mutko’s comments came as the governing body of 
swimming said Wednesday it is moving its doping test 
samples token of the world championships in Russia to 
the WADA-occredited lob in Barcelona. □

Phelps ‘kind of giddy to see what happens’

MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — With 
more medals than any 
other Olympic athlete, Mi¬ 
chael Phelps could simply 
see the 2016 Games in Bra¬ 
zil as a bonus. 

This won’t be some pub¬ 
licity-seeking farewell lap, 
fhough, assuming he quali¬ 
fies. He still has goals. 

“They are very big and 
they’re exciting," Phelps 
said, “and that’s why I’m 
still here.” 

The lead-up to the Olym¬ 
pics has started to get seri¬ 
ous for fhe swimmers, and 
Phelps jusf mighf be in his 
besf shape yef, both men¬ 
tally and physically, de¬ 
spite turning 30 in June. 
Barred from the world 
championships in Russia 
because of his second 
drunken-driving arrest, 
Phelps re-established his 
place as the planet’s most 
dominant swimmer with a 
turn-back-the-clock per¬ 
formance at the U.S. na¬ 
tional championships in 
August. He posted world- 
best times in the 100-meter 
butterfly, 200-meter butter¬ 
fly and 200-meter individu¬ 
al medley that week in San 
Antonio. 

The headliner among a 
slew of stars on the slate for 
fhe firsf of seven Arena Pro 
Swim Series evenfs, unoffi¬ 
cially kicking off the pre-Rio 
race season Thursday at 
the University of Minneso- 
fa, Phelps is in a peaceful, 
confident, healthy place 
he hardly could have fore¬ 


seen a year ago. 

“I’m thrilled to be going into 
this year and kind of giddy 
to see what happens of the 
end,” Phelps said Wednes¬ 
day after warmups, sitting 
next to coach Bob Bow¬ 
man in a room behind the 
pool deck at the Jean K. 
Freeman Aquatic Center. 
Age is just a number, right? 
“Anything, really, is possi¬ 
ble," Phelps said. “I do be¬ 
lieve that there’s still more 
in the tank, and it’s just up 
to Bob and I really finding 
out how to get there. I think 
we’re on the right track.” 
Wearing a throwback Bal¬ 
timore Orioles cap, a gray 
hooded sweatshirt and a 
thick, black beard, Phelps 
reflected on his first race in 
Minneapolis, the 1999 na¬ 
tional championships. 

“He got dead last in two 
events," Bowman said, roll¬ 
ing his eyes. “So he was re¬ 
ally successful.” 

Phelps let out an easy 
laugh. He’s been doing 
that more these days, since 
a stay at a treatment facil¬ 
ity, the reparation of his 
complex relafionship with 
his father and the renewal 
of his passion for the pool.

ABU DHABI, United Arab 
Emirates (AP) — An un¬ 
beaten century from Mo¬ 
hammad Hafeez guided 
Pakistan to a convinc¬ 
ing six-wicket victory over 
England in their first one- 
day international at the 
Sheikh Zayed Stadium on 
Wednesday. 

Captain Eoin Morgan won 
the toss for England and 
decided to bat first, but 
disciplined Pakistan bowl¬ 
ing and fielding restricted it 
to 216 runs. 

In reply, Pakistan was tot¬ 
tering at 41-3 in the 10th 
over. But Hafeez followed 
up his match-winning 151 
in the second innings of 
the third test in Sharjah with 
a fluent unbeaten 102 runs 
in 130 balls. It was his 11th 
ODI century in 170 match¬ 
es, and helped Pakistan 
overcome the target with 
6.2 overs to spare. 

The 35-year-old Hafeez 
added 70 runs for the 
fourth wicket with Shoaib 
Malik (26) and 106 runs for 
the unbroken fifth wicket 
with Babar Azam, who 


scored 62 in as many balls. 
“I think Babar Azam was 
just outstanding. When he 
came in, we were under 
pressure. But the way he 
played, he gave confi¬ 


dence to me as well," said 
Hafeez, who was named 
man of the match and lat¬ 
er dedicated his century to 
Younis Khan, who had just 
announced his retirement 


from GDIs. 

“The new ball was doing a 
bit early and their bowlers 
were bowling very well. I 
just thought to take it one 
ball at a time.” Younis took 


a good catch in the first 
slip of Alex Hales early in 
England innings and made 
nine before a misfimed 
pull off Reece Topley, who 
bowled superbly for his 
3-26, saw him offer a sim¬ 
ple catch to Adil Rashid at 
mid-on. England's decision 
to bat first backfired when 
it lost the first three wick¬ 
ets with just 14 runs on the 
board in the fourth over. 
Morgan (76) and the in¬ 
form JamesTaylor (60) add¬ 
ed 133 runs for the fourth 
wicket and propped up 
the innings. Batting looked 
easy with those two on the 
crease. But once the part¬ 
nership was broken, when 
Morgan was caught be¬ 
hind the wicket by Sarfraz 
Ahmed off Shoaib Malik, 
wickets continued to tum¬ 
ble and England was all 
out with two balls to spare. 
Pakistan fast bowler Mo¬ 
hammad Irfan was the 
most successful bowler, 
faking 3-35 in his 10 overs. 
Irfan's opening partner An¬ 
war Ali took 2-32, while Ma¬ 
lik finished on 2-45.Q 


West Indies draw T20 series with 23-run win over Sri Lanka 


COLOMBO, Sri Lanka (AP) 

— Seam bowlers Dwayne 
Bravo and Ravi Rampaul 
shared seven wickets to 
propel West Indies to a 23- 
run victory over Sri Lanka in 
their second Twenty20 in¬ 
ternational on Wednesday 
and draw the two-match 
series 1-1. 

West Indies won the toss 
and elected to bat first, 
posting 162 for six in their 
20 overs. Denesh Ramdin 
made 34 not out, while 
Johnson Charles was out 
for 34. 

Lasith Malinga and Milinda 


Siriwardana took two wick¬ 
ets each for Sri Lanka. 

In reply, Sri Lanka was 
bowled out for 139 in the 
last ball of fhe match. Til- 
lakaratne Dilshan made a 
second straight half-centu¬ 
ry and was out for 52. 

Bravo returned career-best 
bowling figures, with 4-28 
surpassing his 4-38 against 
India six years ago. Ram¬ 
paul had 3-20. 

It was West Indies' only win 
on this tour, otter losing ev¬ 
ery match in the test and 
one-day international se¬ 
ries. 


Sri Lanka started its bat¬ 
ting aggressively - at nearly 
10 runs an over - until fast 
bowler Jerome Taylor re¬ 
moved Kusal Perera for 12, 
caught by Bravo with the 
score on 23. 

The wicket was followed 
by fhe best partnership of 
fhe innings, wifh 70 runs off 
60 balls between Dilshan 
and Shehan Jayasuriya. 

It took a stunning effort 
by Andre Russell, who ran 
across to long-on to take 
a low catch by diving to 
his left, to break the part¬ 
nership. It was Bravo's first 


wicket, and it proved to 
be the turning point in the 
game. 

Jayasuriya scored 30 off 
32 balls including a six 
and fhree boundaries, buf 
Dinesh Chandimal was dis¬ 
missed for one. 

Dilshan, who looked in 
imperious form, played 
a well-timed switch-hit to 
deep square leg — only to 
find substitute fielder Jason 
Holder positioned there to 
take a high catch. 

Dilshan made 52 off 38 de¬ 
liveries hitting five boundar¬ 
ies, having scored 56 in the 


first match in Pallekele on 
Monday. 

Dilshan's wicket left Sri 
Lanka four down for 102 
and Angelo Mafhews (5), 
Siriwardana (15), Chamara

After poking Facebook, life ain’t easy for a site named Tsu

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) — 

Suppose every time you 
posted on Facebook, the 
social network tallied up 
the ad revenue it earned 
against your update and 
passed a percentage 
back to you. Ot course, 
Facebook does nothing 
ot the sort — but its much 
smaller rival Tsu.co does. 
Though now Tsu (pro¬ 
nounced “Sue”) appears 
to be paying a different 
sort of price. In late Sep¬ 
tember, Facebook started 
deleting millions of posts 
that included links to Tsu 
— more than 9.5 million 
of them, the smaller com¬ 
pany claims. Facebook 
also blocks new posts that 
merely contain the text 
“tsu.co” but no links, warns 
users that links to Tsu are 
“unsafe” and fails to de¬ 
liver Instagram posts and 
texts via Facebook Mes¬ 
senger that mention Tsu’s 
Internet address or link to 
the site. 

Facebook defends its Tsu 
ban as a way to prevent 
its service from turning into 
a hangout for scam artists 
and opportunists hoping 
to make a quick buck. Tsu 
says Facebook just doesn't 
want its users to realize 
that their photos, videos 
and personal observations 
might actually be worth 
something. 


Facebook, which has an 
understandable interest in 
protecting its 1.5 billion us¬ 
ers from an onslaught of 
digital rubbish, is one of 
the Internet's largest gate¬ 
keepers. That gives it ex¬ 
traordinary sway in deter¬ 
mining who can reach its 
vast membership — not to 
mention what those mem¬ 
bers can discuss using its 
apps and services. 

That can be a big issue 
when the subject involves 
a challenge to a com¬ 
pany’s core business — in 
this case, selling advertis¬ 
ing against the material 
Facebook users contrib¬ 
ute for free. Facebook has 
earned $2.1 billion on rev¬ 
enue of $12 billion during 
the first nine months of this 
year alone. The company 
now has a market value of 
about $300 billion, and no 
particular interest in gener¬ 
ating traffic for a potential 
competitor. 

There' s a long history of sim¬ 
ilar disputes among tech¬ 
nology companies, who 
almost always claim to be 
acting in the interests of 
their users. Amazon, for in¬ 
stance, recently yanked 
Google and Apple stream- 
ing-TV devices from its vir¬ 
tual shelves, clearing the 
way for its own such gad¬ 
gets. In just the past few 
days, several banks have 
blocked outside financial- 
planning apps from con¬ 


necting to their systems, 
citing security concerns. 
Tsu, which launched just 
over a year ago, has 
grown quickly; CEO Se¬ 
bastian Sobczak says it has 
4 million members. It has 
raised about $11 million in 
venture capital. 
Facebook’s Tsu purge 
came without warning 
and affected a swath of 
users that included rap art¬ 
ist 50 Cent, who shared a 
link to a video on Tsu with 
more than 38 million Face- 
book fans. The team that 
handles 50 Cent's social 
media accounts didn't re¬ 


spond to requests for com¬ 
ment. 

Facebook says that Tsu 
pays its users to post links 
on other sites, an incen¬ 
tive that breaks its rules for 
connecting with its social 
network. In a statement, 
Facebook said it doesn’t 
let outside publishers pay 
users to post links on its net¬ 
work “because it encour¬ 
ages spammy sharing.” 
The Menlo Park, California, 
company declined to elab¬ 
orate. Sobczak denies that 
his service is paying people 
to post links on Facebook. 
Tsu users are paid based 


on how much advertising 
it sells alongside their posts. 
That revenue-sharing setup 
is similar to financial mod¬ 
els used by major digital 
services such as Google's 
YouTube; Facebook users 
widely share YouTube links 
with one another. 

“It feels like we are being 
singled out and they are 
trying to stop a competitor 
with a more efficient busi¬ 
ness model,” Sobczak says. 
“What are they afraid of?” 
Sobczak, a former venture 
capitalist, says Facebook 
hasn't responded to his 
inquiries. □ 


Apple boss Cook says he’ll resist UK government spy law plan 


DUBLIN (AP) — Tech giant 
Apple will resist the British 
government's efforts to 
get access to encrypted 
data through a new spy¬ 
ing law, CEO Tim Cook said 
Wednesday. 

Last week, Britain published 
a draft law that seeks to 
ensure that telecommu¬ 
nication companies “pro¬ 
vide wider assistance to 
law enforcement and the 
security and intelligence 
agencies in the interests of 
national security.” 

That worries firms like Ap¬ 
ple, whose iMessage ser¬ 
vice offers “end-to-end” 
encryption, meaning the 
company doesn’t have 
the ability to read messag-

es sent over the app. 

Cook told students at Trinity 
College Dublin that Apple 
didn’t plan to introduce a 
“back door” ability to de¬ 
crypt the messages. 

“We will productively work 
with the governments to 
try to convince them that’s 
also in their best interests 
in the national security 
sense,” he said. 

Cook said weakening en¬ 
cryption would be bad for 
online security, because “if 
you leave a back door in 
the software then there’s 
no such thing as a back 
door for the good guys 
only.” 

“If there’s a back door 
anybody can come in,” he 


said. British Home Secretary 
Theresa May said last week 
that the draft Investigatory 
Powers Bill “will not ban en¬ 
cryption or do anything to 
undermine the security of 
people’s data.” 

But civil liberties and priva¬ 
cy groups have expressed 
alarm at its provisions, 
which include requiring 
communications compa¬ 
nies to hold onto custom¬ 
ers’ web traffic records for 
up to a year. The draft bill 
also says service providers 
will be legally obliged to 
assist the authorities in get¬ 
ting access to customers’ 
devices. 

The bill has yet to be ap¬ 
proved by Parliament.Q

As part of the deal, Kroger 
said it will pay $3.60 for 
each share of Roundy's, a 
61 percent premium over 
its closing price of $2.18 on 
Tuesday. Including debt, 
Kroger valued the deal at 
$800 million.

China auto sales 
grow at strongest 
rate after tax cut 

BEIJING (AP) — China’s 
auto sales accelerated 
to this year’s strongest 
growth in October after 
the market pulled out of a 
slump following a sales tax 
cut, data from an industry 
group showed Wednes¬ 
day. 

Purchases of sedans, SUVs 
and minivans in the big¬ 
gest market by number 
of vehicles sold rose 13.3 
percent to 1.9 million, ac¬ 
cording to the China As¬ 
sociation of Automobile 
Manufacturers. 

That was up from Septem¬ 
ber’s 3.3 percent growth, 
which followed three 
months of contraction. 
Chinese auto sales growth 
that peaked at 45 per¬ 
cent in 2009 fell steadily 
as the world’s second- 
largest economy cooled 
and major cities tried to 
curb smog and conges¬ 
tion by imposing limits on 
numbers of new vehicles 
allowed. 

Growth rebounded after 
Beijing cut the sales tax 
in September on vehicles 
with engine sizes of 1.6 li¬ 
ters and below by half to 
5 percent. 

In Cctober, sales of SUVs 
grew by an explosive 60.6 
percent over a year ear¬ 
lier to 622,000 units, ac¬ 
cording to CAAM. Sales of 
sedans edged up 0.2 per¬ 
cent to just over 1 million. 
Chinese brands that dom¬ 
inate smaller and lower- 
priced market segments 
grew as fast the market, 
reversing a trend of trailing 
global brands in growth 
and losing market share 
to them. 

Total vehicle sales, includ¬ 
ing trucks and buses, rose 
11.8 percent to 2.2 million 
units. 

The sales decline was so 
unexpectedly severe that 
analysts who had forecast 
7 to 8 percent growth this 
year slashed that to as low 
as 1.7 percent. 

The slump was jarring for 
global automakers that 
are looking to China to 
drive sales. General Mo¬ 
tors Co. and Volkswagen 
AG, the country’s top-sell¬ 
ing brands, cut prices to 
lure buyers.^

“This combination would 
create the first truly glabal 
brewer,” AB InBev Ceo 
Carlos Brito told reporters 
in a conference call after 
the deal, which is set to be 
completed next year. 

AB InBev is seeking to bol¬ 
ster growth by acquiring 
SABMiller's businesses in Af¬ 
rica and Asia as changing 
tastes and the grawth of 
craft beers cut sales in de- 
velaped markets. 

“The transaction would 
strengthen AB InBev's po¬ 
sition in key emerging re¬ 
gions with strong growth 
prospects such as Asia, 
Central and South Amer¬ 
ica, and Africa,” AB InBev 
said in a statement.

Dublin-based Horizon's 
comments came after Ex¬ 
press Scripts said it was re¬ 
moving Linden Care phar¬ 


macy from its network. St. 
Louis-based Express Scripts 
said Linden mainly dis¬ 
pensed Horizon drugs and 
failed to fulfill some key ele¬ 
ments of its pharmacy net¬ 
work agreement. 

An Express Scripts spckes- 
man said the company 
alsa will review other simi¬ 
lar captive pharmacies, 
which derive most of their 
prescription business from 
one drugmaker. 

“We routinely monitor our 
network and take action 
when we see pharmacies 
trying to circumvent solu¬ 
tions, like formulary man¬ 
agement, that pratect 
payers and patients tram 
wasteful drug” spending, 
spokesman Brian Henry 
said in an emailed state¬ 
ment. 

Pharmacy benefits man¬ 
agers, or PBMs, run pre¬ 
scription drug plans for em¬ 
ployers, insurers and ather 
customers. They also have 
a lat at influence ever drug 
campany revenues be¬ 
cause they negotiate drug 
prices and control access 
to coverage networks with 


millions of patients. 

Express Scripts and some 
other PBMs also recently 
cut ties with Philidor, a mail¬ 
order pharmacy whose re¬ 
lationship with drugmaker 
Valeant Pharmaceuticals 
International Inc. had been 
questianed by the invest¬ 
ment firm Citron Research 
among others. 

Horizon denied that Linden 
is a captive pharmacy for 
the drugmaker. The com¬ 
pany noted that less than 
5 percent of its sales come 
from prescriptions filled by 
Linden and pracessed by 
Express Scripts.

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Venus’ twin? Earth-size planet is hot, may have atmosphere

CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. 
(AP) — There's a new rocky 
Earth-size planet on our ga¬ 
lactic block, and it’s a siz- 
zler. 

Astrophysicists on Wednes¬ 
day revealed the new¬ 
found world, GJ 1132b, 
named after the small 
nearby star that it orbits. 
Even though the mercury 
can hit 450 degrees at this 
planet, it’s cool enough 
to have a thick Venus-like 
atmosphere. Lucky for sci¬ 
entists, it's close enough to 
find out. 

Planet GJ 1132b is just 39 
light-years away, within the 
atmospheric study range 
of the Hubble Space Tele¬ 
scope. Given that a single 
light-year represents 5.87 
trillion miles — the distance 
light can travel in a year — 
this planet is about 230 tril¬ 
lion miles away. 

A team led by Massa¬ 
chusetts Institute of Tech¬ 
nology’s Zachory Berta- 
Thompson discovered the 
planet in May, using tele¬ 
scopes in Chile. He and his

colleagues reported their 
findings Wednesday in the 
journal Nature. 

While the scientists say the 
planet is too hot for life, it’s 
still much cooler than the 
rocky fireballs known to or¬ 
bit stars beyond our solar 
system. The official term for 
a planet outside our solar 
system is exoplanet. 

“If we find this pretty hot 
planet has managed to 
hang onto its atmosphere 
over the billions of years it’s 
been around, that bodes 
well for the long-term goal 
of studying cooler plan¬ 
ets that could have life,” 
Berta-Thompson said in a 
statement. 

Berta-Thompson and the 
others estimate that GJ 
1132b has a diameter of 
about 9,200 miles, slightly 
bigger than Earth. Its mass, 
however, is thought to be 
60 percent greater than 
Earth’s. 

Its home star — GJ 1132 — 
is a red dwarf one-fifth the 
size of our sun. The planet 
circles every 1.6 days from 
just 1.4 million miles out, 
thus the heat wave. A slight 


dip in the starlight every 1.6 
days was the giveaway for 
the observing team. 

“Our ultimate goal is to find 
a twin Earth,” said astrono¬ 
mer David Charbonneau 
of the Harvard-Smithsonian 
Center for Astrophysics, 
one of the authors, “but 
along the way we’ve found 
a twin Venus.” He added 
in a statement: “We sus¬ 
pect it will have a Venus- 
like atmosphere, too, and 
if it does, we can’t wait to 
get a whiff.” The astrono¬ 
mers are seeking follow-up 
observations from Hubble 
and the Spitzer Space Tele¬ 
scope. The James Webb 
Space Telescope, due to 
launch in 2018, and other 
future craft could pro¬ 
vide even more details. 
In a companion article in 
Nature, the University of 
Maryland’s Drake Deming 
points out astronomers will 
be able to study GJ 1132b 
with “unprecedented fi¬ 
delity” given its proximity 
and also the small size of its 
star, which should minimize 
light interference with the 
measurements. □ 


Study: Dispersants did not help oil degrade in BP spill

get rid of the slick, a new 
study suggests.

Horizon oil spill went. If the 
new results are true, up to 
half the oil can’t be ac¬ 
counted for, said the au¬ 
thor of a new study on the 
spill in the Gulf of Mexico. 
After the 172 million gal¬ 
lon (650 million liter) spill. 


the chemical dispersant 
Corexit 9500 was applied 
by airplane on the slick to 
help it go away and help 
natural microbes in the wa¬ 
ter eat the oil faster. The 
oil appeared to dissipate, 
but scientists and govern¬ 
ment officials didn’t really 
monitor the microbes and 


chemicals, said University of 
Georgia marine scientist Sa¬ 
mantha Joye. So Joye and 
colleagues recreated the 
application in a lab, with 
the dispersant, BP oil and 
water from the gulf, and 
found fhat it didn’t help the 
microbes at all and even 
hurt one key oil-munching 


bug, according to a study 
published Monday in the 
journal Proceedings of the 
National Academy of Sci¬ 
ences. “The dispersants 
did a great job in that they 
got the oil off the surface,” 
Joye said. “Whaf you see is 
the dispersants didn’t ramp 
up biodegradation.”□ 
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Bill O’Reilly, George Will in vitriolic dispute over Reagan

NEW YORK (AP) — Bill 
O'Reilly and George Will 
hove escalated their ex¬ 
traordinary teud this week, 
a dispute that encom¬ 
passes the leading cable 
television news outlet, a 
publishing empire and the 
legacy of the conservative 
movement's most revered 
politician. 

Will's most recent column 
in The Washington Post, 
headlined “Bill O'Reilly 
makes a mess of history,” 
followed up their onscreen 
confrontation last Friday on 
O'Reilly's Fox News Chan¬ 
nel show. O'Reilly respond¬ 
ed by saying Will is jealous 
of his success. 

“You knowwhat, George?” 
O'Reilly said Tuesday night. 
“I'm bored with it. I'm 
bored with it!” 

There has been no imme¬ 
diate comment from Fox 
News Channel executives 
either taking sides in the 
dispute or whether there 
would be any disciplinary 
action against Will, a net¬ 
work commentator, going 
on O'Reilly's show and es¬ 
sentially calling its host a 
liar. 

The argument is centered 
on the book, “Killing Rea¬ 
gan,” by O'Reilly and co¬ 
author Martin Dugard, 
about the aftermath of the 
1981 assassination attempt 
on former President Ronald 
Reagan. It's one of a series 
of books, including “Kill¬ 
ing Kennedy” and “Killing 
Lincoln," that have made 
O'Reilly the country's best¬ 
selling historian by far. The 
books usually sell 1 million 
copies or more in hard¬ 
cover, a rare achievement 
these days for nonfiction. 
Will has joined with several 
former Reagan administra¬ 
tion officials in objecting 
to the book's character¬ 
ization of the former presi¬ 
dent as occasionally men¬ 
tally incapable to serve, a 
decline accelerated by 
the assassination attempt. 
Reagan, who served as 
president from 1981-89, 
was diagnosed with Al¬ 
zheimer's disease in 1994 
and died at age 93 in 2004. 
“Killing Reagan” relies in 
part on a memo written 
in 1987 by former White 


House aide James M. Can¬ 
non to White House Chief 
of Staff Howard Baker, 
based on interviews with 
other White House per¬ 
sonnel. The memo quotes 
concerns expressed about 
the president's mental ca¬ 
pacity and suggests the 
possibility that relieving 
the president of his duties 
might be in order. 

But former Reagan aides, 
including Edwin Meese, 
have said that Cannon 
later recanted those con¬ 
cerns when he and Baker 
became convinced Rea¬ 
gan was fully capable of 
handling the job. Baker 
and Cannon are now 
dead. 

Meese, a former attorney 
general, and John Heu- 
busch, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Ronald Reagan 
Presidential Foundation, 
wrote in a column for Real 
Clear Politics last month 
that O'Reilly's book “does 
a real disservice to our 40th 
president and to history it¬ 
self.” 

That cause was taken up 
by Will, who wrote that 
O'Reilly had slandered 
Reagan, and led to the on- 
air tussle last Friday. 

Will said O'Reilly was 
“something of an expert” 
on misleading people, and 
suggested that the book 
plays into liberal attempts 
to discredit Reagan. He 
said he was surprised 
O'Reilly relied so heavily on 
a memo and neglected to 
interview surviving Reagan 
aides who would have dis¬ 
puted its contents. One 
would be Wills' wife, who 
worked on the communi¬ 
cations staff in the Reagan 
White House. 

“His is an interesting ap¬ 
proach to history: Never 
talk to anyone with first¬ 
hand knowledge of your 
subject,” Will wrote in this 
week's column. 

O'Reilly contends that his 
book is entirely accurate. 
He said he was reluctant 
to speak to people with 
“skin in the game” — for¬ 
mer Reagan compatriots 
who have a vested interest 
in seeing the former presi¬ 
dent lionized. Despite the 
dispute, O'Reilly said his 
book is generally laudatory 
of Reagan.Q

ects. With a release set for 
2016, Mustard said they’re 
now ready to start talking 
about the partnership out 
in the open. 

“When we build ourgames, 
we work very closely to¬ 
gether os a team,” said 
Mustard. “J.J. and all the 
other awesome people at 
Bod Robot quickly folded 
into that process. We all 
sat down with a blank slate 
and basically said, ‘We 
can build anything. What 
do we want to build?’ It 
went from there.” 

For the team at Bad Robot, 
the opportunity meant div¬ 
ing deeper into interac¬ 
tive entertainment after 
releasing the quirky special 
effects opp “Action Movie 
FX” and working with Valve 


on a new mode for the 
multiplayer shooter game 
“Team Fortress 2.” 

“We really wanted to ex¬ 
pand into this area of en¬ 
tertainment,” Abrams said 
in a video posted Wednes¬ 
day by Chair. “Typically, 
Hollywood and games 
have not gone together 
well. There are some no¬ 
table exceptions but not 
too many, and so we met 
these amazing people at 
Choir — not just os tons but 
as potential collaborators.”

NEW YORK (AP) — Some 
lit up, others were pretty 
— and patriotic — in pink 
and still more burst forth 
like fireworks. 

Yes, Tuesday was Victoria’s 
Secret sexpot angel time, 
though the masses will 


hove to wait until 10 p.m. 
EST on Dec. 8 to watch the 
20th annual lingerie extrav¬ 
aganza on CBS. This was 
just the taping, including 
musical performances by 
The Weeknd, Ellie Gould- 
ing and Selena Gomez, af¬ 
ter Rihanna abruptly can¬ 
celed. 

Veteran VS walkers like Lily 
Aldridge and Alessandro 
Ambrosio were joined by 
newbie angels, including 
Martha Hunt and Elsa Hosk.

Hadid were among the 
non-winged supermod¬

Caitlyn Jenner was among 
those who attended the 
runway show to cheer on 
daughter Kendall. 

Hadid said backstage that 
she has big respect for the 
veteran angels and hopes 
to earn her own wings one 
day. Brand new angel Ra¬ 
chel Hilbert, from Roches¬ 
ter, New York, was in the 
Pink USA squad on the run¬ 
way, and was also in awe 
of the longtime ladies, in¬ 
cluding Brazilian beauty 
Adriana Lima, seated just 
inches away on a com¬ 
fy white couch in rollers 
backstage. 

“Uh, yeah, Adriana Lima. 
She’s sitting right there,” 
Hilbert smiled as all wore 
pink-and-white striped 
robes, curlers in their hair, 
while manicures, pedi¬ 


cures, spray tanning and 
makeup commenced. 
“She’s such a sweet¬ 
heart. Her advice was just 
breathe and just take it in.” 
So how were the nerves for 
the newcomers? 

“Actually, surprisingly, not 
bad,” Hadid said before 
the show. “I was really ner¬ 


vous in rehearsal.” 

She shared the stage later 
with Gomez and Gould- 
ing.

NEW YORK (AP) — Toys are 
staging a comeback. 

The U.S. toy industry is ex¬ 
pected to have its stron¬ 
gest year in at least a de¬ 
cade after several years of 
kids choosing videogames 
and mobile apps over Bar¬ 
bie and stuffed bears. 
Annual toy sales are pro¬ 
jected to rise 6.2 percent 
to $19.9 billion in 2015, ac¬ 
cording to The NPD Group 
Inc., a market research firm 
that tracks about 80 per¬ 
cent of the U.S. toy market. 
That’s up from a 4 percent 
increase last year, and the 
biggest increase in at least 
10 years since the group 
has tracked toys using its 
current system. 

The increase factors in brisk 
sales during the final quar¬ 
ter of this year, when sales 
are expected to be up 5 
percent to $9.6 billion, a 
stronger pace than last 
year’s 3.6 percent gain. 

The growth is being fueled 
by increasing popularity 
of collectibles, toys based 
on Hollywood blockbuster 
films and better technology 
that allows toys to do things 
like talk back to children. It 
comes after sales slowed 
and sometimes declined 
in the past 10 years as chil¬ 
dren — much like their par¬ 
ents — became more en¬ 
thralled with technology. 
Now, toymakers are using 
chip technology, which is 
getting cheaper and more 
powerful, in toys. They’re 
also focusing on grabbing 
the attention of the long- 
ignored but increasingly in¬ 
fluential preteen crowd. 
“The selection is much 
greater than in the past," 
said Jim Silver, editor- 
in-chief of TTPM, an on¬ 
line toy review site. “Tech¬ 
nology is much better in 
the toy aisle, and it’s really 
inspiring young kids to play 
but also bringing older kids 
to things like radio control 
and role play items.” 

What’s giving toys a boost? 
HOLLYWOOD 

Surging demand for all 
things “Frozen” helped 
the toy industry achieve a 
rare gain last year. Toys re¬ 
lated to the blockbuster 
about a princess who sets 
off to find her sister with 
icy powers were popular. 
In fact, “Frozen” was the 
top toy brand last year. 


reaching $531 million in 
sales, according to NPD. 
And the Hollywood infatua¬ 
tion is expected to contin¬ 
ue with the release of the 
“Star Wars” movie on Dec. 
18: Hundreds of products, 
from puzzles to action fig¬ 
ures related to “Star Wars,” 
are expected to exceed 
Frozen’s success. 

Marty Brochstein, who’s 
with the International Li¬ 
censing Industry Merchan¬ 
disers Association, says the 
$199.99 LightSaber from 
Hasbro, which features 
motion sensor-controlled 
sound effects, already are 
on backorder. He says “Star 
Wars” appeals to both kids 
and adults. 

“It’s multi-generational,” 
Brochstein says. 

Hasbro, the nation’s sec¬ 
ond largest toy company, 
reported a jump in second- 
quarter profit last month, 
helped by toys related to 
“Star Wars." 

Hasbro has the major mer¬ 
chandising licensing rights 
to make Star Wars toys from 
now until 2020. It’s also 
teaming up with Walt Dis¬ 
ney Co.’s consumer prod¬ 


ucts division to make “Fro¬ 
zen” dolls in 2016. That deal 
froze out Mattel, which sells 
the dolls based on “Frozen” 
characters. 

Toys R Us’ new CEO David 
Brandon says the retailer is 
placing big bets this holi¬ 
day season on brands like 
“Star Wars" to help boost 


sluggish U.S. sales. 

“It will be very interesting 
to see at the end of the 
holiday season where the 
growth comes from. And 
how much growth there is," 
Brandon says. 


BETTER TECHNOLOGY 

Toy companies are pushing 
remote controlled cars and 
droids controlled by smart¬ 
phones. And robotic crea¬ 
tures are becoming more 
life-like with voice recogni¬ 
tion features. 

Hasbro’s StarLily My Magi¬ 


cal Unicorn, for example, 
responds to voice and 
touch with more than 100 
sound and motion com¬ 
binations. Mattel, the na¬ 
tion’s largest toy company, 
also is hoping technology 


will help it reverse years of 
slumping sales. 

“You want to make sure 
that you give them enough 
that they’re going to want 
to walk away from their 
iPads and phones," said 
Mattel’s Executive Vice 
President Geoff Walker. 


Mattel’s new Barbie fea¬ 
tures speech recognition 
and can have a two-way 
conversation with girls. And 
its Fisher-Price brand has 
“Smart Bear," an interac¬ 
tive plush bear marketed 
as having the brains of 
a computer without the 
screen — and is linked to 
a smartphone app. Fisher- 
Price also is pushing a ro¬ 
botic dinosaur. 

“The best thing about it 
is that it shoots from the 
front and it shoots from the 
back," says Matthew Fic, 
a 6-year-old who recently 
played with the toy. 
TARGETING THE PRETEEN SET 
The 8- to 12-year old group 
accounts for 22 percent 
of toy sales, according to 
NPD, but has been ignored 
because they’re the big¬ 
gest users of mobile devic¬ 
es. 

Now, toy makers believe 
they can keep older kids’ 
attention because features 
like voice recognition are 
more affordable. 

For example. Spin Master’s 
Meccano Meccanoid G15 
allows kids to build and pro¬ 
gram their own personal 
four-foot-tall robot that re¬ 
cords and plays back au¬ 
dio and it learns from them. 
It has more than 1,200 parts 
and features 64 megabytes 
of memory. And Hasbro 
spiffed up its Nerf gun to 
cater to the 14-plus crowd. 
Nerf Rival shoots balls 100 
feet per second. □
